This is a decision on the renewed petition, filed January 23, 2006, which is being treated under 
37 CFR 1.78(a)(6) to accept an unintentionally delayed claim under 35 U.S.C. §1 19(e) for the 
benefit of the prior-filed provisional application set forth in the concurrently filed amendment. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

A petition under 37 CFR 1.78(a)(6) is only applicable to those applications filed on or after 
November 29, 2000. Further, the petition is appropriate only after expiration of the period 
specified in 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(5)(ii) and must be filed during the pendency of the nonpro visional 
application. In addition, the petition must be accompanied by: 

(1) the reference required by 35 U.S.C. § 1 19(e) and 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(5)(i) 
to the prior-filed application, unless previously submitted; 

(2) the surcharge set forth in § 1.1 7(t); and 

(3) a statement that the entire delay between the date the claim was due 
under 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(5)(ii) and the date the claim was filed was 
unintentional. The Commissioner may require additional information 
where there is a question whether the delay was unintentional. 

Having found that the petition satisfies the conditions of 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(6) for acceptance of an 
unintentionally delayed claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. §1 19(e), the petition is granted. 

The granting of the petition to accept the delayed benefit claim to the prior-filed application 
under 37 CFR L 78(a)(6) should not be construed as meaning that the instant application is 
entitled to the benefit of the filing date of the prior-filed application. In order for the instant 
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application to be entitled to the benefit of the prior-filed application, all other requirements 
under 35 U.S. C. §1 19(e) and 3 7 CFR 1. 78(a)(4) and (a)(5) must be met. Similarly, the fact 
that the corrected Filing Receipt accompanying this decision on petition includes the prior- 
filed application should not be construed as meaning that applicant is entitled to the claim for 
benefit of priority to the prior-filed application noted thereon. Accordingly, the examiner will, 
in due course, consider this benefit claim and determine whether the instant application is 
entitled to the benefit of the earlier filing date. 

The Revocation and Power Attorney filed January 23, 2006 is not acceptable, since it appears that the 
Power of Attorney is from an assignee and the Certificate required by 37 CFR 3.73(b) has not been 
received. However, in accordance with 37 CFR 1.34(a), the signature of Evelyn H. McConathy 
appearing on the petition shall constitute a representation to the United States Patent and Trademark 
Office that she is authorized to represent the particular party on whose behalf she acts. A courtesy copy 
of this decision is being mailed to petitioner. However, if Ms. McConathy desires to receive future 
correspondence regarding this application, the appropriate power of attorney or authorization of agent 
must be submitted. All future correspondence regarding this application file will be directed solely to the 
address of record. 

It is noted that the requisite petition fee was submitted with the original petition under 37 CFR 1.78(a)(6) 
on March 17, 2005. Accordingly, the $1,370 erroneously charged for treatment of this renewed petition 
is being credited to counsel's deposit account.
